“Fun For You” Given Good Support 

In Arena Despite Cold; Local 

Artists Show To Advantage

Songs, Dances, Comedy And Gifts Kept Interest 


To Buy Milk Cattle; Twenty Five per cent of All 
Milk Consumed Is Imported Into Pass Area 


Milk prices are on the march 
again and starting tomorrow 
morning a quart of milk will be . 
hiked from 19c to 21c. A pint of 
milk will cost 12 cents. 

Reason for the Increase, ac¬ 
cording to Pass Diary officials, 
is due in the main to two con¬ 
ditions: Oliver’s Dairy, Blair¬ 
more, has reduced its daily pro¬ 
duction from 2,000 pounds of 
milk to 300 pounds; Secondly, 
from September 1 to 15 25.6% of 
all milk sold in the Pass had to 
be imported from either Leth¬ 
bridge or Calgary at $5.64 per 
100 pounds laid down at Hill- 
crest C.P.R. depot which was 
costing more than it was selling 
to the consumer. The Pass pro¬ 
ducer who milked his cows, 
transferred it into cans, put on 
his truck and delivered them to 
the Pass Dairy was given only 
$4.49 per 100 pounds. 

The Journal interviewed Mr. 
Oliver and found that 60 head 
were dry at the present time 
and it was true that they were 
only delivering 300 pounds of 
milk instead of the usual 2,000 
pounds daily. The most dis- 
quietening news however was 
that these sixty head were for 
sale should any buyer meet the 
price placed on them. Two or 
three buyers had been in the 
Pass in recent days from the 
State of Washington bidding for 
the cattle. One Pass producer 
east of Bellevue had been made 
an offer for his entire herd. Mr. 
Oliver sr. was in Calgary on 
Tuesday and planned on having 
interview with a cattle buyer. 

A competent Pass source on 
milk production attaches some 
of the blame for decreased local 
milk production on the recent 
Federal move which lifted the 
cattle embargo on Canadian 
cattle being sent into the States. 
Beef prices jumped while milk 
prices remained stationary with 
the result that the raisers of 
milk cattle are turning their 
attention to the raising of beef 
wherein there is less work and 
greater profit. 


Mr. Oliver when confronted 
with this statement stated that 
he personally did not anticipate 
going into the raising of beef 
immediately. His sixty head of 
cattle, he disclosed, had been 
bred so that they would freshen 
in November and December, 
seasons of the year when Pass 
milk production was at its low¬ 
est ebb, in order that he might 
help to alleviate the situation. 
Should he not sell his sixty head 
by the the time the cattle fresh¬ 
ened he would milk them and 
sell the produce to the Pass 
Dairy. 

Due to the Oliver Dairy’s dra¬ 
stic decrease in production the 
Pass Dairy has been compelled 
to import milk from Lethbridge 
and Calgary. The first half of 
September saw imports total 
25.6% of all milk sold. 

This milk laid down at Hill- 
crest depot costs $5.64 per 100 
pounds, milk produced in the 
Pass was paid for at the jate of 
$4.49 per 100 pounds. Pass pro¬ 
ducers are now demanding more 
money for their produce. The 
2 cent per quart increase wil' 
result in Pass producers receiv¬ 
ing an increase of 38 cents pet- 
100 pounds, the Pass Dairy staff 
receiving a boost in wages and 
the balance will care for other 
increased costs. 

Here is how milk will sell in 
the Pass area starting tomor¬ 
row: 

Quarts, retail, 21c; quarts, 
wholesale, 19c: gallons, whole¬ 
sale, 73c; pints, 12c. 

Enquiry at Mayor Frank Ab- 
oussafy’s office revealed that he 
had received no protests over 
the increased prices. In a tele ¬ 
phone call to Mayor Enoch Wil¬ 
liam’s office at Blairmore, it was 
stated that approximately fif¬ 
teen protests had boon received 
and that the subject had been 
brought up in the union meet¬ 
ing and would be on the agenda 
when the sub-district meeting 
of the U.M.W.A. met on Friday 
night.

To Coleman Elks goes the 
honor of making official its of¬ 
fer to completely furnish a four 
bed public ward in the new 
Crows Nest Pass Municipal Hos¬ 
pital. Last Thursday evening at 
a regular meeting the members 
voted unanimously to furnish 
a ward following receiving a re¬ 
port of a committee of three 
which had previously been as¬ 
signed the task of determining 
just how much a four bed ward 
would cost. 

Elks recently staged a carni¬ 
val and practically all the pro¬ 
ceeds from this venture will be 
used in financing the ward fur¬ 
nishings. 

The Hospital Board is sched¬ 
uled to meet this evening at 
which time the Elks gift will be 
officially brought to its knowl¬ 
edge. The Board has already 
gone on record that should a 
Pass organization furnish a 
ward or donate a piece of equip¬ 
ment of any consequence a 
bronze plaque would be pur¬ 
chased and adequately engraved 
giving credit to the donor, the 
plaque to be hung in some con¬ 
spicuous place in the ward or on 
or nearby the equipment. 

Last year Blairmore’ Slovak 
Society donated $25 to the hos¬ 
pital.

Contact your fish and game ex¬ 
ecutive so as to get information 
from them how a little of your 
spare time can be best used in 
supplying voluntary labor on 
the many projects that will be 
carried out from time to time, 
don't look for alibis old or new. 
But get Into old clothes grab an 
axe or saw, and get stream re¬ 
cla mation moving fast.

Obviously this imported milk can not be sold at pre¬ 
vailing prices. Furthermore our producers have request¬ 
ed an increase in the price paid to them. 

It has been decided to increase the price of milk by 
2 cents a quart and to pay the producers an increase of 
38 cents per 100 lbs. The balance of the increase is re¬ 
quired by the Company to pay for the imported milk, 
increased wages to employees and other increased costs.

over the immigration branch. 

Commenting on a report from Gen¬ 
eva that it would take "the next few 
years” to reach this figure, the Dep¬ 
uty Minister said that it would not 
take that long and that he thought 
the 100,000 mark would be reached 
"by this time next year”. 

Dr. Keenleyside pointed out that 
Canada’s expanding immigration pol¬ 
icy was producing highly satisfactory 
results as the shipping situation 
steadily improved, and that already, 
during the first eight months of this 
year up to the end of August, over 
80,000 new settlers had arrived, in¬ 
cluding refugees. 

This is well ahead of any other 
year since 1930, when 105,000 immi¬ 
grants came into the country, and it 
is expected that this figure will be 
well passed by the end of December.

Forecast 1948 
Wheat Crop At 
391,000.000 By. 


OTTAWA.—A 1948 wheat crop of 
391,000,000 bushels—more than 50,- 
000,000 bushels over the harvest of 
1947—has been forecast by the Bu¬ 
reau of Statistics. 

The forecast was made in the bu¬ 
reau’s second estimate of Canada’s 
field crops. The first estimate, made 
Aug. 17, placed the wheat crop at 
372,000,000 and the bureau attribut¬ 
ed the larger prospects to exception¬ 
ally good maturing and harvest 
weather during August. 

The wheat estimate includes 862,- 
661,000 bushels of spring wheat, pro¬ 
duced mainly on the three prairie 
provinces, and 28,331,000 bushels of 
winter wheat which comes mostly 
from Ontario.

This may be made of wire, or 
it may be just a piece of board about 
three-quarters of an inch thick.
